Missouri’s Physical Fitness Challenge 


Sections 161.450 and 167.720 RSMo requires that the Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education develop a physical fitness challenge and that each year the Commissioner of Education shall 
recognize schools and districts whose students have met certain fitness levels. Each June schools 
report fitness data for grades five, seven and nine using FITNESSGRAM protocols. Fitness areas that 
are reported include aerobic capacity, muscular strength, endurance and flexibility. Schools are 
encouraged to recognize individual students and teams of students who meet fitness goals. A 
certificate for individual students and teams of students, as well as more information about the 
fitness reporting requirements and FITNESSGRAM, is available on the Department website.
